virtually one-half of the accidents 
.Stratton said he might post high 
ways with speed caution signs in 
an effort to supplem ent the present 
speed law which merely requires 
that speeds be reasonable and p ro­ 
per. 
He said the Legislature gave him 
“ two-thirds" of his highway safety 
program , adding another HK) state 
policemen to the 500 m an force and 
creating a full time safety division. 
Stratton 
also expressed

over failure of his “No. I" legis­ 
lative aim. judicial reform 
Discussing his budget, he said 
the Legislature m ust have passed 
40 to 50 million dollars in bills out* 
side the record high $1,700,000,000 
budget.

T hese sources, who have been 
close to recent developm ents in the 
year long Dixon-Yates controversy, 
said a decision on the m atter should 
come next week

power plant.

that opponents of the contract have 
not prodded Memphis into announe 
ing plans for its own plant as a su b ­ 
terfuge to head off the Dixon Y ates 
arrangem ent. 
Same Position Taken 
The sam e position was taken on 
Friday by the Senate A p p ro p ria­ 
tions C om m ittee in voting on a $6,- 
500,(XKJ appropriation for a tran s 
mission line to link the proposed 
Dixon-Yates plant with the govern­ 
ment owned Tennessee Valley A u­ 
thority. 
T he com m ittee provided that if 
the City of. Memphis makes a d ef 
im te com m itm ent within 90 days to 
build its own plant, the $6,500,000 
power line money may not he spent 
lf the City d o e s not act in 90 days. 
the money still may not be spent 
until the financing of the Dixon 
Yates plant is approved and c o n ­ 
struction begun 
Significantly, it was Sen. William 
F 
Know land, who as GOP leade r 
is the adm inistratio n’s top spokes 
man, who suggested the language 
of the co m m ittee’s decision. 
T he Dixon Yates privately-financ­ 
ed plant would be built at W est 
Memphis, Ark., across the Missis­ 
sippi

To have corn "knee high by the 
F o u r t h of July ’ long has been a 
general nim in the time schedule 
of corn belt farmers 
It has special 
significance in those areas of the 
state vihere the growing season is 
shorter and where corn has great­ 
er im portance as a cash grain crop 
than if 
*n southern Illinois. 
Rapid 
developments 
in 
hybrid 
corn varieties, however, have taken 
some of the urgency out of this 
growth schedule. There are faster- 
growing, earlier-maturing varieties
